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Hat your Petitioners are ſadly ſenfible, thatthe late 
bloody Wars which were berwern the late King and 

” Parliament, were for want of free and fre 
Parliaments; witnefſe that irreconcileable Breach, 
made, by bis late Majeſty's Force, npen the Houſe 
ACCESS Of Commens : For five Members onely to be tried 
by Law, could never be forgotten, which made cbem cake Arms for 
and in defence of Free and Frequent Parliaments ; Witnefſethoſe 
two famons As, granted by che King, for a Trienvial Parliament; 
and chat rbeſe might fir as long as they pleaſed, wichour diſturbance. 
Yer, neverchelatly chat Traiconrcothe Free-born People of = 
land, Crewwell, contrary toall Oaths and Engagements in 1648, 
by Violence turned our the major part ofche Houſe of Commong, 
with the whole Houſe of Lerds, onely to ſatisfy bis own ambitious 
Ends; and in 1653 diſſolved the relts to the great grief of all the 
well-affe&ed iv the Land : and now it hath pleaſed che Lord co ſaf- 
fer thoſe which were raiſed for their and our defence , have become 
their and our rnines: And now having no lawfull Authority left us,

»or other Reſpect, ſhall relinquiſh this Promiſe, Vow, and Proteſtati- 


The ſecondis the Solemn League and Covenant, taken inthe moſt 
ſolemn manner, with hands lifred up ro Heave, and ſubſcribed by 
all M:mbers of Þ arliament in England, and Scotland, by all Civill 
and Military Offic ers,S u'diers, and Well-affeed perfons, in the 
"Three Kingdoms, by ſundry ſpecial Ordinances of Parliament, ap- 
proving and ratifying the ſame in theſe words: That we ſhall ſin- 
cerely, really, and conflanly, through the Grace of God, endeavour, in 
our ſeverall Places and Callings, the Preſervation of the Reformed Re* 
ligion, in the (hurch of Scotland, Worſhip and Doftrine, Diſcipline 
and Government according to the Word of God, and the Example f the 
beſt Reformed Churches, and ſhall endeavour to bring the Churches of 
Godin the three Kingdoms to the neeref# Conjunttion and WUniformity in 
Religion, Confeſſion of Faith, Form of Church Government, direftor 
for Worſhip and (atechizing, that we, and eur Pofterity after ls, may 
as Brethrez , Irvein Fatth and Love, that the Lord may delight to- 
dwell in the midft of Vs, that we ſhall, with the ſame fincerity, really 
and conftantly in our ſeverall Vocations, endeavonr with our Eft «tes 
and Lives, mutually to preſerve the Rights and Priviledges of the Par-, 
laments, and the Liberties of the Kingdoms, that the World may bear 
witneſs with our Conſciences of onr Loyalty, & that we have no thoughts 
or intentions to diminiſh bu Majeſty's jyſt Power and ,Greatueſſe. 
Theſe with many other things were ſubſcribed by #ilian Lentbal 
Speaker, Sir Henry Vane Junior, and all thit Free Parliament then 
firringzandconchuded in rheſe words ; And this (ovenant we make.in 
the preſence of Almighty God,the ſearcher of all hearts, with « true In- 
tention to perform the ſame, as _—_ anſwer at that dey, when the ſe* 
7013 of aff hearts ſhall be diſcloſes. 
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' Theſe are the Covenants, with many more, which, through the 
breach of them, hath canſed Erg/avd to mourn, and bloud hath tou- 
ched bloud z yet my Lord, and this Honourable Court, be not diſ- ' 
couraged, tor there is hope in [ſrae/ concerning this thing, in thar it 

hach pleaſed the Lord to pur it inco your Honours hearrs,ro proclaim 
a Solemn Faſt in this our finfull Nizeveh; who knows, bur that if we © 
Reſolve to keep our Covenants with him, and turn to the Lord 
with Faſting, weeping ,and mourning} who knows but that he may 
leavea blefing behind him, and give us our Rulers as atthe firſt;and 
our Judges as ar the beginning + for we have his own words for it, 
that cannot lye : when mens wayes pleaſe the Lord, he can make 
their enemies to bear peace wich them ; bur if not, be hath a hook. 
in the Noſtrills of all thoſe Sezvacheribs that riſe up againſt his 
Church and people, and will bring chem back from. whence they. 
came, to their low degrees; therefore fear chem nor, for chey are 
{uch as are deſcribed in 2 Tim, 3. Diiobedient to Parents, un banks 
full, noholy, without natural affeRtion, Covenant- breakers, -Falſe ac- 
caſ.rs, Traytors, heady, High-minded, having a ſhew of Godlinefle, 
bur denied che power thereof, as Zazzes and Jambroſe withlood 
Moſes; {o do theſealſo refit the truth, men of corrupt minds, bur 
thele ſhall prevail no lovger ; for their macneffe ſhall be cvident to 
all men{as theirs alſo was).

See two fearfull Judgments of Gods hatred upon two perjur'd 
perſons ; the firſt is vpon the uſurpipg Emperour Randolph Duke of 
 Sweadland: Pope Hilderbrand Ancichriftiavly Excommunicacing 
his Soveraignthe Emperour, Henry the 1111, and abOolving his Sub- 
eas from their Allegiance to him, prefered the Empire to this 
Duke Randolph, who remembring his Oath of Allegiance, ſworn by 
him tothis Emperovr, and how 1!] a part it would be for him co 
berray, or ſupplant bim he had ſworn ro ob. and defend, ar firlt had 
refuſed the Popes offer ; yet afterwards by the Sophiiry of ſome 
Biſhops, he accepted, and took upon him the citle of Emperour,op-

The ſecond is Viad:ſlavs King of Hangary, who having made 2 
rruce with Amnrath the I I, the V I. King of the Turks, which he 
ſealed,and {ivore unto in the name of Chrilt, by the command of 
Pope Exgenins, and perſafions of his Legat, Cardinal Z#liaz, and 
other Preiates, who abſolved him from this Oath, he violated ic in 
a moſt perfidious manner, and ſoon after raking Arwwrath unprovi- 
ded to Fight, giving him bartleat Yarns wich a preſent Army, and 
Was _y co rout him upon the firſt incounter,npon which occafion , 
Ammnrath being inextream fear and danger, beholding the Crucifix 
in the diſplaid Enfigns of the Chriſtians ; plucked. the weiring 
out of his boſsome, wherein che League was compriſed, and hol- 
ding it in his hand, with his Eyes caſt up to Heaven, uſed theſe 
words, Behold thou Crucified Chriff, this is the League theſe Chriſfti- 
ans inthy name have made, and ſworn to me, which yet they have, withe 
out ax) ( anſe on my part violated; Now if then be a God, as they 
ſay thon art, and as we dream; Revenge the wrong now done unto 
thy Name, and me; and ſhewthy power wpon this Per jurons people, 
who intheir Deeds deny thee to be their God, Upon the uttering of 
which words, the Battle preſently curned, Hxn;ades that valiant 
Generall, and'the Hungarians fled, the whole Army was routed, 
many thouſands of them ſlain and taken Priſoners, perjur'd Kivg 
Uladiſlaus, Cardinal Jeliav, with moſt of the Prelates and Nobles, 
who perſwaded him to this breach of Faich, lain in the field, the 
oreateſt part of Hungary over-run,gained, and ever ſince poſseſsed by 
che Turks, Vladiſlavs his head cut off in the barrel], after was fixed 
on a pole, carried chrough Grecia and Aſia in triumph; and ſhewed 
co the peopleas a Monnment of Gods Juſtice cn him for his perju- 
ry, Ohthatall perjur'd perſons wou!d conſider, chat if Jacgment 
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begins at the houſe of God, as we know by ſad experience it hath 
done, then what will become of thoſe that will not obey the Goſ- 
pell of Chriſt, which ſaith Lkg 3, ver. 14. that Souldiers ſheuld do
